The finish put on the fur- 
niture 1s not varnish or 
varathane, instead they use 
lacquer. ““You can lav a 
glass onthe table for 72 hours 
and you don't have to worrs 
about it turning white like it 
(older furniture) used to 
Mike said 

The drawers of the vari- 
ous pieces are all mounted 
on full extension sliders 
which allow them to be 
pulled to allow access to the

back of the drawer 
Uses veneer 

Mike does use high-grade 
veneer on his furniture, al- 
though some people think 
veneer is an indication of a 
cheap product. Mike points 
veneer has been around for 
100 years and is used on 
some of the finest wood fur- 
niture. The veneer he uses is 
of plywood grade not made 
from pressboard. 

The veneer is used on 
panels to give the look of 
wide boards. Contrary .to

panel doors “‘float’’ or 
move. ** Wood. itmoves. It’s 
alive.” Wide pieces will 
warp. If vou use wide pieces 
vou have to make cuts in the 
back to relieve the stress in 
the wood 

For example. he said, an 
eight-inch pine board will 
eventually warp or split. 

“I've got 16 to 20-inch 
wide boards. People see it 
and say ‘that will make a 
nice table’, - it won't! What 
eventually will happenis the 
wood will bow, twist, cup or 
split.” 

To get around this prob- 
lem Mike cuts large boards 
into smaller widths which 
he then laminates together 
to give the look of a wide 
board. 

Unfortunately bigger fur- 
niture stores “have taken 


the art of out making furni- 
ture’ in the quest for higher 
profits. ““Yes. thev ve

Continued from page | 
permit for Rawdon Creech 
Locke said it wasn’t in the 
Quinte Conservation sys- 
tem but Mitz pointed out 11 
mav be in the Lower Trent 
Region Conservation Au- 
thority area and, just for 
safety, he had better check 
“It seems to be a perfect 
location.’ Locke said con- 
cerning the Moira Lake 
hydrant. ““We did look at a 
first location, it took us a 
year to study this because 
we had to check the’ water 
level and we had to check 
weeds and all that. Origi- 
nally we wanted to put it 
over by the boat launch but 
there was insufficient wa- 
ter level and too many weeds 
and we would have had to 
go out too far to get the 
depth.” Locke explained 
they took another look at it 
and decided to move it over 
to the old railroad bed. 
Locke explained the hy- 
drant’s pipe only goes out 
about thirty feet into the lake 
and the department is able 
to back the truck up to the 
hydrant and draft the water 
from the lake. The hydrant 
is gravity fed and when the 
trucks are done sucking up 
the needed water the water 
flows back out of the pipe 
so the pipes won t freeze 
Councillor Creighton 
Harrop moved that council 
approve the proposal for 
both dry hydrants, subject 
to the conservation authori- 
tvs approval, and Mitz sec- 


onded the motion. . 

When it came time to 
discuss budget Locke stated 
he was happy to report the 
department was ~‘back on 
track.” 

He explained they had 
an officer’s meeting a few 
nights back and they had 
used this year’s budget as a 
guideline for the 2000 
budget. 

When Councillor Harrop 
asked Locke how the de- 
partment had worked their 
budget out Reeve Deline 
said, ** What they’ ve done ts 
moved hours from one area 
to another. It’s just like we 
do, they’ ve robbed Peter to 
pay Paul.

Should 
they use less than they 
bought they Il still have to 
pay for it and should they 
buy too little they may have 
to purchase the rest at a 
premium. 

Councillor Creighton 
Harrop pointed out the heat 
wave thai swept through the 
southern United States. 
where it is an open market 


for hydro, and some utili- 
ties had to pay premium 
price for electricity to make 
up for all the energy being 
used up by air conditioners. 
Harrop also added that af- 
ter hearing people's con- 
cerns he believed the mu- 
nicipality should wait be- 
fore they sell. 

Councillor Larry Mitz 
told the crowd, ‘We're not © 
hydro experts or commod- 
ity experts. I detest being 
forced into something like 
this.

Community Trust alarmed over increased need

Board members of the 
Centre Hastings Commu- 
nity Trust Fund have ex- 
pressed alarm over the in- 
creased need this year com- 
pared to last. 

Chairman Mark Lucas 
explained the Trust Fund 
has seen an increase of ap- 
proximately 50 percent and 
last month alone was one of 
the worst months they have 
seen. 

“We gave out $2,200 
during the month of No- 
vember to assist familics 
with heat, oil, hydro ahd 
other necessities,"” Lucas 


stated pointing out that was 


an increase of roughly 
$1.100 from last year. 
**Whercit’s hurting the most 
is that we're getting an in- 
creased demand from peo- 
ple who -are just entering 


: the work-force. id

. otherwise,” Lucas_ 


Lucas explained they are 
secing a great deal of peo- 
ple who are helped through 
Ontario Works but are in 
low-paving jobs that offer 
no benefits. He added if 
something drastic happens 
and these people need den- 
tal work or medicine it can 
throw off their budgct and 
bills fail to get paid. 

“‘We helped one indi- 
vidual who needed some 
dental work because they 


_were an up-front individual 


and the employer insisted 
they get their tecth fixed but 
they had to pay for it out of 
their pocket. We shared the 
costs on that because they 
weuld have lost their job 
pointed 
out. “‘If people gct behind in 
their rent sometimes we'll 
negotiate with the landlord. 
Quite often if they're be- 
hind in their rent thev re 


also behind in their hydro 


and sometimes we can pick 
up the cost of the hydro bill 
which gives them a little 
extra to give to the landlord 
It may not be everything 
they owe but quite often in 
a sign of good faith he'll let 
them try to catch up.” 
Lucas noted the Centre 
Hastings Community Trust 
Fund deals with these peo- 
ple through the Ontario 
Works office in Madoc be- 
cause of the privacy issue 
He stressed they do not need 
to know whe the people are 
because they are all pro- 
tected under*the Privacy 
Act. The area covered by 
the Centre Hastings Com- 
munity Trust Fund goes to 
the Belleville city limits. 
west to Marmora, cast to 
Tamworth and just north o 
Eldorado. ae 
‘*We're in the process of 
“applying for charitable sta- 
tus so we Il be able to issuc 


receipts probably next year 
Right now we get moncy 
from churches, service 
groups, individuals, and 
we Il take money from busi- 
nesses... anybody, ” he. cx- 
plained ~The important 
thing for this organization 
is that we do get that 80 
percent subsidy for people 
who are reeciving social 
assistance. What will hap- 
pen sometimes is that if the 
service agency who has an 
individual who needs as- 
sistance they ll refer them 
to us and then make a dona- 
tion We can help them and 
then we get at least 80 per- 
cent of the money back.” 
Lucas added this entices 
service groups to donate 
moncy because they know 
that their dollar will only 
cost about 20 cents and then 
the government kicks in the 
other $0 cents

wildemess emergency helipad that

He could have been lying in the 
bush freezing to death for hours, 
waiting for help. He could have 
had to endure the agony of a long 
bumpy nde to help. There might 
not have been trained personnel or 
a rescue sleigh in the region. If not, 
he might not be walking today. He 
might not even be alive 

Im glad you're able to read this 
column. Some of our fellow 
snowmobilers can't. because they're 
dead. For the most part, unlike this 
injury victim, the deceased took 
high nmsks, made bad choices, and 
paid the ultimate price. But don't 
feel so smug that you're still alive 
Tragedy can strike anyone, any 
time The fact that you're breathing 
may just be a matter of luck, 
especially if you're a habitual 
msk-taker too. if so, you are 
probably accelerating your date 
with the grim reaper 

According to Ontario fatality stats, 
Saturday ts the most deadly tume to 
snowmobile. However, the good

The Enemy is Us 


most weekend deaths occur af 
night, usually involving a 
combination of excess speed, 
alcohol and unfamiliar terrain. In 
1998/99, less than 22% of ail fatal 
incidents happened on OFSC 
snowmobile trails. 

Snowmobile trails are the freedom 
highways for escape into our great 
empty hinterlands. No matter how 
many people may be there, it never 
seems very populated. Nor does it 
deliver the same complexity or 
frequency of visual stimulations to 
which our daily attention has been 
trained and attuned. So riders can 
easily fall prey to the notion of 
being on their ownsome, 
subconsciously lowering vigilance 
levels at the same time that the 
propensity to take greater risks than 
normal increases 

Being alone (except for your 
buddies, of course) 1s supported 
visually: miles of vacant space, 
nary a sled in sight. That other 
machines can't be heard over one’s 
own only enhances this solitary 
illusion. The chance that anyone 
else could be just over the hill or 
around the comer ~ appears

Believe me. the guys standing 
around the trail that Saturday 
aflemoon were a subdued, newly 
vulnerable bunch 

Sull, many of us continue to think 
of ourselves as very safe nders. We 
remain convinced it's the other guy 
who is unsafe. But wait. Each of us 
is the other guy to someone else! 
And I for one would have to plead 
guilty to making a stupid move or 
being distracted at one time or 
ancther.
